Strange New Cult 


The Empress Helena, by all 
accounts, Was a very formJdable 
weman, and she ved in that 
tranendous fourth century A.D. 
when the strange new cult of 
Christinnity was beginning 
sericusly to impress the minds 
of men, She herself was dap- 
tised scmewhere nround the age 
of 70, and sti lived to sec 
(through her son) Christianity 
become the oMcial religion — of 
the Reman Empire, And in her 
old age, if all is lo be belleved, 
she visited the Holy Land and 
the Holy places. 


She {s credited with discover- 
ing the true Cross and about the 
same time (though history 1s 
very vague on the subject) she 
found = apparently in Syria 
theagh one version says Persia, 
the benes ef the Three Kings 
and had them transported to her 
son's {mposing new capital of 
Constantinople. 


Thus was the seed of the 
Three Kings planted, The 
legend? was to grow untll ja 
the Middle Ages everything 
secmed to de known about them. 
Even their names were e¢iven. 


They were said to be Melchior 
described’ as the King of Nubta, 
the smallest of the Three, who 
gave the Christ Child the gift 
of gold; Balthazar, King of Chal- 
dea, of medium build, who 
offered Incense; and Jaspar 
King of Tarshish, wu tall and 
splendid “black -Ethloplan,” who 
gaye myrrh. . - 


Nor, it scems from the legend, 
did they visit the Saviour alone. 
ey were nccompanicd by all 
the barbaric splendour of king- 
ship with crowds of servants 
slaves, and tralng of mules 


and ‘pack-horses. And they 
arrived on the scene of the 
Nativity when the: Child was 
thirteen days old. ' 


All this docs not quite square 
up with the story. told by it 
Matthew, ‘who sald the Magli, 
after worshipping the Christ 
Child, were warned in a dream 
not to return to the’ court’ of 
King Herod but “to depart unto 
thelr own country another way.” 


Surely the glittering panoply 
of kingship which the Middte 
Axes ascribed to them could not 
so easily have escaped the detec- 
ton of the walching Herod! 


Nevertheless, that is the stery 
which flourished, and when thelr 
bones were removed from Con- 
stantinople to Milan they already 
had a firm place in popular 
esteem, 


Sacred Relics 


In 1104 when the Emperor 
Frederick Barbarossa captured 
Milan, he presented tho bones to 
Archbishop von Dassel of Col- 
ogne. The relics were then trans- 
ported to the point where they 
could be brcught ‘down the 
Rhine to Cologne and so, in 
barges, they reached the place 
where they still rest. 


The costly golden reliquary of 
Romanesque design, in which 
the relics were eventually, en- 
shrined, ‘is the, most precious 
treasure of Cologne Cathedral. 
It is in the shape of a church 
and depicts on Its front Christ's 
three Epiphanies to the Wise 
Men_as the representatives of the 
‘pagan world, to the Jews at the 
baplian. cf ~Christ,.and, td . all 
peoplo on Judgment Day. , In 
contrast to the glory of Christ 
ag shown on.tho front.of the 
Shrine. His suffering and death 
are shown at the back, ol 


In the lower parts of the' root 
are scenes frem the Iffe' of 
Christ and on the upper part 
originally were scenes from His 
resurrection. Tho dront ‘is ‘of 
gold foll, the sides ‘and back 
Bilded silver; the core is oak. 
Wrought figures, rich ornamenta 
of precious stones,: and fillgrce 
and enamel are the ‘work «of 
many mediaeval - \. 
Nicholas of Verdun depicted the 
Prophets in 1160 but the Shrine 
a not completed until about 


In 1248 the foundation of the 
present cathedral was laid. It 
was described then asa new 
cathedral to be built over the 
golden house of ‘the Wlse Men, | 


‘But the bones of-the Magi 
have. not rested entirely in 
peace. In the fourteenth cen- 
tury they were removed to a 
Rearby chapel, and in 1794 tho 
Shrine was carried away from 
Cologne and hidden to'save it 


‘| from the French ' who used the 


cathedral as a hay magazine. 


“Moved Again 


Ta 1930 they were moved 
again, this time to tha Eiffel 
Mountains to protect the Shrine 
from Allied bombing. When the 
Shrine was returned in 1948 {I 
was at the head of a triumphal 
procession and laid in the high 
altar of the cathedral. . There 
It Je today, in what originally 
wag meant to be the pivotal 
point of the whole cathedral.
